cold plunge.

WeiKhlair a V'leid of Tarnip«. 


The English farm er makes use of 
mathem atics in Ids work, says a Lon­ 
don paper. Suppose, for example, th at 
he wishes to know the weight of his 
turnip crop while it is still in the 
ground, which is sometimes a m atter 
of imi>ortJinee, a simple calculation 
will give him the information. 


It is the custom in England to plant 
turnips in ridges twenty-eight inches 
apart; this makes ninety ridges to the 
acre. The fai’mer selects a row where 
the crop seems about the average and 
pulls up all the turnips in a measured 
yard of the row and weighs them.

pounds, a simple calculation shows 
th at the crop averages a little more 
than twenty-eight tons to the a e ^ . If 
they weigh eleven pounds, the average 
will be about thirty-one tons to the 
acre.

Mayor Davis is de­ 
cidedly in favor of the cemetery com­ 
mission plan and introduced it a year 
ago last May. 
He said yesterday: 
“It seems to me that anyone who will 
visit the cemeteries will 
be 
con­ 
vinced of the good work of the com­ 
missions. The cemeteries are in e.x- 
cellent condition and show the care 
and attention bestowed upon them. 
The work of the commissions, espe­ 
cially financially, has exceeded my 
expectations and 1 believe anyone who 
will look into the matter will be con­ 
vinced of the efficiency of the pres­ 
ent plan. 
The men who compose 
these commissions are competent and 
honest and I consider that they have 
.served the city well and are doing 
so to day. 
I have not signed the 
ordinance yet and may not do so, 
tliough I am not ready to commit 
myself on that point. I will say this, 
however, that if I am convinced 
that citizens in general, the people 
who really own the cemeteries, prefer 
the old st.vle of management, then 
I will sign the ordinance. 
I want 
to know how the people feel about 
the matter and I hope citizens will 
look into the conditions of the two 
cities of the dead and will also learn 
the figures so far as financial matters 
are concerned.”
